THE CROP REPORT. 
PR E P A R IN G F O R W AR. 


M ine* 
fVhat the October Figures Show— 
Wheat and Corn Averages 
—Week’s Failures. 


W ashington City, Oct. 13.—The October 
corn import of the departm ent of agriculture I 
fully sustains the telegraphic sum m ary of the 
10th of September, relative to injuries by 
frosts of the 8th. Oth and 10th. 
Thera were ¡ 
light frosts later, the moat noticeable being 
on the 10th, in the northwest. 
Tho state 
average of condition shows th * extent of tho 
injury was greatest in Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Ohio and New York. 
Thera was also severe 
loss in Minnesota and Dakota, and some 
dam age in the elevated portions of Penn 
sylvania and West Virginia, in the northern 
counties of Indiana and Illinois, in the least 
advanced fields of Iowa, but scarcely any in 
Nebraska, and none in Kansas is repeated. 
Except a few places in northern K entucky 
and Missouri, there is no m ention of frost in 


Hoadly’s Majority Estimated 
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Tha Ohio Legislature Largely D em o 
cratic.—The State Senate. 
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Chicago, Oct. 12.—The Times has the fol 
lowing speciaLs:

Hoadly has not a m ajor it 3' of all. as the pro­ 
hibitionists cost more votes than his plurality, 
wbik* the Greeultackers peter out with little 
•over 1,000 in a total vote of over 7,000,000. 
The prohibí to n - amendment got over 300,000 
votes. 
There is cussing among Republicans, 
who are laying blame, some to Foster, some 
to Sherman, and others to the legislature for 
letting the temperance people have a cham e 
to trade them oil for their am endm ent 
The 
Democrats attacked the Republicans in the 
country, w here the latter felt strong, and beat 
them tiiere. The Republicans spent their force 
with less success in the cities, which wera the 
Democratic strongholds, on their allies, the 
Germans. 
The liquor men and others were 
not to be drawn off tiña year. 
Foraker made 
the most brilliant campaign of any candidate 
for governor. 
Hoadly gamed friends by the 
abuse heaped upon him and his sickness, and 
came back for the last week of the campaign 
just at the right time, and when the trad ­ 
ing by the Republicans for him in the coun­ 
try and against the second amendm ent in the 
cities was at high tide.

Brad street's Journal furnLshes the follow­ 
ing: There wera 100 failures in the United 
States and Canada reported to Bradstreet’s

week, the Middle states had 33, a doc rea»* of 
10; New England states 38, an increase of 12; 
Southern states 25, an increase of 11: W estern 
states 48, a decrease of 4; Pacific states and 
Territories 21, a decrease of 3; Canada and 
the provinces 26, a decrease of 0.

hazards, and we expect the strikers w ill re­ 
sort to violence, but we «ara prepared for 
j them in every way. 
Our mines ora guarded 
Í by 100 Pinkeiton detectives, all armed with 
W inchester repeating rifles and 38-caliber re­ 
volvers. 
If the rioters attem pt to interfere 
i or use force to prevent our men from work- 
! ing. there certainly will Ik? bloodshed. 
De- 
! tectives are accustomed to deal with roughs, 
and, as a m ajority are good shots, they can 
craate terrible havoc* with the strikers. 
A 
force of fifty Pinkerton police passed through 
Pittsburg, and twelve mora in command of 
Capt. Foley arrived from Chicago. 
I have 
delivered to Foley twelve repeating rifles, 
twelve revolvers, and 2.30») pound.sof ammuni­ 
tion. 
The car contained twenty mattresses 
for the use of the men. 
The eutire force is to 
be there a t I o’clock Monday morning, and 
will remain on duty till the difficulty is 
settled. 
“ It was raported here that every 
precaution has been taken 6» open by force 
the mines a t ReynoldsviUe. 
Over two thou­ 
sand arm ed strikers are encamped at the-** 
mines. 
The owners have engaged special 
policemen, and say they will resume work if 
it becomes necessary to kilt off the entire 
force of strikers.
